hearing

Community Development Director 
Jack Lam today announced a delay until 
after the first of the year for public hear­ 
ings on proposals for a massive urbaniza­ 
tion of vacant land 
Lam Said the decision of the Planning 
Commission Monday to schedule the 
public hearing on Dec 12 proved imprac­ 
tical He said he would contact commis­ 
sion chairman William Fick today and 
ask for a postponement until after the 
first of the year Meanwhile Lam said hts 
department will continue gathering in­ 
formation and data for the hearing 


The decision to hold a public hearing at 
the next commission meeting, climaxed 
a two-and-a-half hour study session in the 
school district’s central administration 
building.

WASHINGTON (UPI> - The Supreme 
Court today gave hope to workers think­ 
ing of bringing age discrimination 
charges against their employers 
The justices by a 4-4 vote upheld a 
lower court decision which eased the 
time requirements within which such a 
lawsuit must be filed. 
Because of the tie vote, the action does 
not set a precedent. It fixes the law only 
in the 10th U.S. Circuit, from which the 
case came. Colorado, Kansas, New Mex­ 
ico. Oklahoma. Utah and Wyoming com­ 
prise the circuit. 
The 1967 Age Discrim ination in 
Employment Act specifies that in many 
instances notice of private suits must be 
filed with the Labor Department within 
180 days of the alleged illegal act The 
purpose is to allow for an out-of-court 
settlement if possible. 
Three other circuits have treated the 
180-day provision rigidly and have dis­ 
missed all cases where it was not com­ 
plied with But the 10th Circuit ruled that 
the period can be somewhat more elastic

Because of the outcome, the issue will

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Alabama 
federal judge Frank Johnson said today 
he will ask President Carter to withdraw 
his nomination as F B I director because 
of health reasons, Attorney General 
Griffin Bell announced. 
Bell held a news conference after talk­ 
ing long distance with Johnson, who un­ 
derwent successful surgery Aug. 26 for a 
ballooned abdominal artery But the 58- 
year-old U .S. d istrict judge has 
developed complications from ab­ 
dominal hernias. 
“ Judge Frank M. Johnson this morn­ 
ing informed me that he will write to 
President Carter and ask that his 
nomination as director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation be withdrawn,” 
Bell said 
“ The reason for his withdrawal is im­ 
paired health and a recovery that is not 
proceeding at the rate expected by Judge 
Johnson and his doctor,” the attorney 
general said. 
“ For me, this is, of course, a most un­ 
fortunate turn of events. It is also unfor­ 
tunate for the president, for the F B I and 
the nation ” 
Bell said he would not make any deci­ 
sion for at least two weeks on what to do 
about another successor to F B I Director 
Clarence Kelley, who retires next Jan. 1. 
Bell announced Johnson as his choice 
last August after an eight-month search 
so frustrating he persuaded President 
Carter to name a nine-member commis­ 
sion to help screen the prospects. 
But almost immediately after the ap­ 
pointment was announced, Johnson had a 
health setback that has delayed Senate 
confirmation hearings. The present 
director, Clarence Kelley, has an­ 
nounced plans to retire Jan 1. 
The Justice Department revealed 
Monday Bell talked with Johnson by 
telephone Monday and discussed his pos­ 
sible withdrawal. He planned another 
discussion today but the department 
emphasized there may be no immediate 
decision 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - A House suo- 
committee today released an alleged in­ 
ternal South Korean CIA memo outlining 
plans for a $750,000 intelligence opera­ 
tion aimed at “ outright subversion" in 
the White House, Congress and top U.S. 
military and diplomatic circles 
The document was released after a 
form er Korean intelligence agent 
testified to its authenticity — telling the 
House International Relations subcom­ 
mittee it was drafted by the KCIA sta­ 
tion chief in Washington in 1975 and later 
approved at headquarters in Seoul. 
Rep Donald Fraser, D-Minn . the pan­ 
el’s chairman, said the 24-page docu­ 
ment and another sim ilar but un­ 
disclosed plan showed the KCIA was 
bent on “ outright subversion” in the 
United States in 1976. 
The names of specific persons and 
organizations designated as targets in 
the plan were deleted by the subcommit­ 
tee to protect privacy, but various 


amounts of money plainly were ear­ 
marked for the operations described. 
Fraser said the overall scheme had an 
estimated cost of $750.000. 
Fraser said the complicated document 
carried a notation indicating extra 
money was to be set aside for contribu­ 
tions to the political campaigns of 
various members of Congress 
Testifying to the truth and accuracy of 
the document was Sohn Ho Young, who 
said he had been the chief KCIA agent in 
New York in 1977 until he defected two 
months ago. 
Under questioning, he said he first saw 
the document, titled “ 1976 Plan for 
Operations in the United States," in ear­ 
ly 1976 when he was KCIA agent in 
Houston 
He said it was shown to him by the 
author, Kim Yung Hwan — then KCIA 
station chief in Washington — and that 
the final draft had been approved in 
Seoul. 
Senators urge tax 
credits in energy bill 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Ten senators 
told President Carter today it would be 
difficult for them to vote for a crude oil 
tax unless the energy bill also contains 
refundable tax credits to defray the cost 
of home heating oil and electricity. 
The senators, all but two ot them from 
the Northeast, said neither the ad­ 
ministration's rebate program nor the 
House version provides the regional 
equity Carter pledged in presenting his 
energy program. 
In a letter to Carter, the ten senators 
said the Senate’s proposal to provide 
refundable tax credits “ goes a long way 
toward equalizing regional energy 
costs.” 
They said it would be "extremely dif­ 
ficult if not impossible” to support a 
crude oil equalization tax in any form un­ 
less the refundable tax credits for home 
heating oil and electricity are included 
“ We also want you to know that we 
will be under the strongest compulsion to 
vote against the COET (crude oil tax)

Danger of nuclear plant 
cavities denied by company 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - Southern 
California Edison Co said today that un­ 
derground cavities discovered at the site 
of its San Onofre nuclear power plant 
would not have presented any danger 
even if they had remained undetected 
Company officials and 
consultants 
said, however, that all the cavities would 
be filled before the construction of two 
new nuclear power units is completed 
At a meeting with Nuclear Regulatory 
Com m ission 
o ffic ia ls , 
com pany 
spokesmen reported that cavities had 
been found in four of 13 wells drilled to 
drain water from the oceanfront site 
during construction 
Documents presented at the meeting 
showed that a cavity discovered in one 
well would extend to the point under the 
container unit for one of the reactors 
A cavity found in a second well would 
extend under the edge of an auxiliary 
building in which radioactive waste 
would be stored 
Both Dwight Nunn, Southern Cal 
Edison licensing supervisor, and Lou 
Hersh, of the Bechtel Corp , insisted that 
the cavities would not endanger the 
structures 
“ Even if the caverns had gone un­ 
detected, they would not have affected 
the integrity of the structure,” Hersh 
said, adding that this would be true even 
in the event of an earthquake 


Bechtel is building the project tor 
Southern California Edison 
Company spokesmen also said there 
has been corrosion and salt encrustation 
in the steel casings of many of the wells 
They said the cavities were not the 
result of already existing voids under 
ground, but were caused by the eating 
away of areas of loose sand by water 
flowing into the wells 
Officials of the consulting firm of 
Woodward Clyde said they had found a 
cavity at a depth of about 60 feet in well 
No. 6 near the auxiliary building The 
cavity is about 40 feet across and would 
extend a few feet under the building 
They said, however, that they have not 
yet determined how far down the cavern 
extends 
At well No 8, they said, a cavity about 
50 feet across extends under the edge of 
the containment unit for the third reac­ 
tor unit That cavity is about 60 feet 
below the surface 
The consultants said there had been 
some surface settlement at the site 
Harry Rood. NRC project manager, 
told a reporter that no conclusions could 
be reached vet but that he believed the 
problems could be solved. 
However, Rood told Southern Califor­ 
nia Edison officials that the NRC would 
have “ many questions” before reaching 
any decisions

since talks broke off last Fri­ 
day

before the strike deadline are 
slim, but said, “ There's always 
some hope .” 
Sources reported the key is­ 
sue of w ildcat strik es has 
stymied agreement on any of 
the 30 contract articles. 
Labor Secretary Ray Mar­ 
shall. meanwhile, emphasized 
in an interview the administra­ 
tion does not intend to intervene 
to halt the strike “ It would not 
be a national emergency,” he 
said 
United Mine Workers Presi­ 
dent Arnold Miller said last Fri­ 
day a strike then was virtually 
inevitable when the current 
contract expires at 12:01 a m 
EST next Tuesday. 
A strike as long as one or two 
months would cause little 
hardship for the nation, which 
can rely on reco rd co a l 
stockpiles and rising non-union 
coal 
production 
But 
the 
.m in ers’ health and pension 
funds would undoubtedly go 
broke during a walkout 


Any settlement reached this 
week would not avert a walkout 
unless the two sides agreed on 
an extension of the current con­ 
tract. The industry has a "no 
contract, no work” tradition, 
and ratification normally takes 
10 days 
Miller has indicated he would 
agree to an extension next week 
only if the two sides were close 
to agreeing He did not indicate 
that was likely. 
Marshall also held out little 
hope for an extension. “ I don’t 
think it's out of the question,” 
he said. “ But I think it would be 
very difficult."

ANAHEIM (U P I) - The 
state court system has built-in 
delays that are often success­ 
fully used as a weapon by a 
defendant and his attorney to 
stall the proceedings, especial­ 
ly if the defendant is guilty, 
state Attorney General Evelle 
Younger said 
“ Over the years we’ve built 
into the system an opportunity 
for a defendant to delay and 
delay and delay a criminal trial 
almost indefinitely," Younger 
told the Anaheim Rotary Gub 
Monday 
"And in many cases delay is 
the best weapon a defendant 
has. particularly if the defend­ 
ant is guilty Sometimes, it’s 
the only weapon.” 
Younger, a prospective candi­ 
date for the Republican nomi­ 
nation for governor, said he 
does not blame attorneys for 
taking a d v an tag e of such 
legalities, but said there are 
certain steps that would speed 


up trials without depriving 
defendants of their rights. 


Some methods, he said, in­ 
clude consolidating courtroom 
motions, allowing judges to 
question prospective jurors as 
they do in federal courts and 
permiting only criminal law 
specialists to represent clients 
in criminal cases. 


"No one wants to make it so 
fast that the defendant doesn't 
get a fair trial, but we’ve long 
since passed the point where a 
fair trial is a problem 


The 
a t to r n e y g e n e r a l 
recounted one case that took 
more than 11 years to resolve 
and said that attorneys see 
nothing wrong with that, an at­ 
titude that Younger said he 
found frustrating 


"My point is that it shouldn’t 
take 11 years to (dispose of a 
case) fairly,” he said 


FORT COLLINS, Colo (UPI) 
— The same substance that 
allows squirrels to hibernate 
someday may help save the 
lives of heart attack, stroke or 
cancer victims and even slow 
the aging process itself, says a 
surgeon-researcher at Colorado 
State University. 
Dr. Henry Swan, a surgeon 
who pioneered techniques of 
open-heart surgery and grafting 
of blood vessels, Monday said 
he has been conducting re­ 
search on the squirrels for the 
past 15 years. 
Swan, an honor graduate of 
Harvard Medical College, and 
Dr. Chris Schatte of the CSU 
Department of Physiology and 
Biophysics, are studying an ex­ 
perimental substance made 
from the brains of hibernating 
ground squirrels. 
The two scientists have in­ 
jected the substance into rats 
Those injections of the substan­ 
ce, which Swan has named “ an- 
tabolone.” decrease the rats’ 
body tem peratures by five 
degrees and slow their metabol­ 
ic rate 


Plan ordered 


If the sam e hibernating prin­ 
ciple could be adapted to 
m edicine, the im plications 
would be enormous since major 
diseases do their damage by ox­ 
ygen deprivation that causes 
cell death, Swan said. 
A substance that low ers 
metabolic rates could be in­ 
jected in cases of shock, heart 
attack or stroke to lower the 
need for oxygen 
This could 
(forestall cell dam age and 
protect a person until emergen­ 
cy medical treatment becomes 
available. 
Swan said the m ajor thrust of 
his research is to learn precise­ 
ly what it is in antabolone that 
causes the lowered metabolic 
rate Once that is discovered, 
the substance can be made ar­ 
tificially 
"B efore we can progress 
much further in our research, 
we need to make the substance 
so that we can have more of it 
to study,” Swan said 
“ Right

He said the proposal included 
a first-year general wage in­ 
crease of 40 cents an hour plus 
improved fringe benefits The 
International Association of 


Machinists did not present the 
proposal to sriking workers in 
Southern C alifo rn ia or at 
Marietta and claim the vote at 
Sunnyvale was "illegal and in­ 
valid ” 


A company spokesman said 
75 percent to 90 percent of the 
5.000 workers represented by 
the I AM were back at work at 
the Sunnyvale plant, but a union

The union said the strike

How secure is Social Security?

Stop worrying about the “ finan­ 
cial integrity” of the Social Security 
System 
It will never go broke 
Government contribution to the 
system has always been in the 
cards The need for federal financial 
help was anticipated right from the 
start of the program. No one ever 
expected Social Security to be self- 
financing 


When Social Security began in 
1935 it went by the unwieldy name of 
“ Old Age Survivors and Disability 
Insurance.’’ (O.A S D I.) A National 
Advisory Council on Social Security 
monitored the program from its 
start In its final report (Dec 10. 
1938). 
the council 
concluded: 
“ Federal Financial Participation in 
(O A S D I ) by means of revenues 
from sources other than payroll 
taxes will be needed ” 


The advisory council developed 
the idea of starting the plan with ap­ 
proximately equal contribution by 
workers and employers They es­ 
timated. however, that Washington 
would need to step in with general 
tax money by 1962 
Now, in 1977, everybody seems to 
have fogotten the original plan was 
to be a three-way deal, worker, 
em ployer 
contributions 
from 
wages; government contributions, 
when necessary, from general 
taxes. 
The council accepted this planning 
unanimously. Those who endorsed 
the program were not dreamers 
They were the top echelon figures of 
the time The AFL-CIO approved it 
for labor The National Association 
of Manufacturers and the U S 
Chamber of Commerce okayed the 
program speaking for industry The 
names of the firms represented at 
the council by members who un­ 
animously accepted the eventual 
government participation in Social 
Security included Board chairman 
and presidents of U.S. Steel, Provi­ 


dent 
Mutual 
Insurance, General 
Electric. 
Bowery Savings Bank, 
Curtis Publishing Eastman Kodak 
was represented by its treasurer 
In a letter to the New York Times 
dated May 16, 1977, J. Douglas 
Brown, who headed the Social 
Security Advisory Council in 1937- 38 
(and for succeeding councils) 
declared: 
“ To introduce government con­ 
tribution now (in 1977) would, step 
by step, be fulfilling a proper and 
justifiable plan for financing a 
mature and effective system ... 
based on the mutual responsibility 
of em ployees, em ployers and 
general taxpayers." 


What we would face if Social 
Security were allowed to go under is 
welfare That would inevitably de­ 
pend upon “ means" test or “ needs” 
test for minimal relief. We can’t 
prove that those who talk of a 
bankrupt Social Security program 
have “ welfare” in mind for us But 
the fact that certain forces have 
“ forgotten” the original plan for 
general tax support of Social 
Security is, indeed, a little strange 


We, the elderly in the United 
States have never sought handouts 
We have never considered Social 
Security as an act of beneficence 
We re paid into the fund all our 
working lives 
In some cases we 
suspect that what our employers 
paid into the fund came off our 
paycheck Indeed, what employers 
paid to Social Security came off 
their taxes 
Our 5 25 percent of 
salary payments for Social Security 
have never been deductible 
It is up to us seniors to set some 
records straight Most of us retire 
willingly from our jobs If we were 
permitted to work until age 70, we 
would be paying Social Security 
while we worked We would produce 
the counterpart of our own con­ 
sumption 
We would not draw 
against Social Security Rather we 


would increase the total of the 
Social Security Funds 
Second, we do not believe that our 
Social Security income is fair pay­ 
ment for our lifetime contribution to 
this great nation Indeed, we are the 
ones who made the nation great. We 
fought two wars for our country. We 
sacrificed our children in a third 
war. We built the communities. Our 
generation, now seniors, designed 
the instruments of production that 
dominate industrial performance. 
It is wrong to calculate our pre­ 
sent worth just on what we put into 
the Social Security funds It is right 
for us to ask: “ Where would this 
country be if we had not given so 
much of ourselves these many 
years9 How shall we be rewarded 
for our own labor, our faith and our 
patriotism?" 
The hubbub about diminishing 
Social Security funds diminishes us 
as people 
It separates us from 
society. It fails to recognize the fact 
that our standard of living is impor­ 
tant Whatever it costs to raise that 
standard is justifiable expense We 
are not "on the take.” All the condi­ 
tions that made Social Security pos­ 
sible in the first place were created 
by us. 
Let the accountants and actuaries 
jiggle their calculators as they will. 
Let them point with alarm as the 
number of unemployed seniors 
grows. Our country owes us a debt. 
As Americans, we are entitled to a 
return on our investment in this 
country both as workers and as peo­ 
ple 
It is time to stop talking about 
Social Security purely in financial 
terms There are two words in the 
term “ Social Security.” Certainly 
we must have “ security.” But that 
bespeaks merely a tare minimum 
for existence 
The word “ social" is what counts. 
That brings us back to a life as good 
people in the company of good peo­ 
ple — Americans, that is.

Stabler's passes 
enough to sink 
struggling Bills 


OAKLAND, Calif. (U PI) - Ken 
Stabler survived despite a gimpy knee, 
and now the Oakland Raiders feel their 
chances of winning the AFC West are as 
good as Denver’s even though they trail 
the Broncos by a game. 
Stabler, hobbling at times but still 
quite mobile, played long enough Mon­ 
day night to throw three scoring passes, 
and his effort paid off in a 34-13 victory 
over the Buffalo Bills. 


The victory gave the defending 
world champions a 9-2 record and Sunday 
they visit the Los Angeles Rams. 
The Broncos, who are 10-1, play the 
Houston Oilers 
Meanwhile, the Miami Dolphins, who 
are 8-3 and closest to the Raiders for the 
AFC wild card berth should Oakland 
miss winning a division title, go against 
Baltimore Monday night. 


"Being realistic,” Raider Coach John 
Madden said, after watching his team 
demolish Buffalo, now 2-9, ‘‘we can still 
catch the Broncos, especially if we play 
as we did against the Bills.” 
Stabler and Mark Van Eeghen were 
the key players. Stabler threw TD passes 
of 28 and 12 yards to Cliff Branch and 44 
yards to Fred Biletnikoff. That gave him 
16 scoring passes for the year. 
Van Eeghen ran for 143 yards and now 
has 1.011 for the season. He is the first 
player in Raider history to have two 
1,000-yard seasons. 


“I’m not all that interested in personal 
accomplishments,” said Van Eeghen. 
“It only counts if we win. If we don’t win, 
it’s of no consequence.” 
Pete Banaszak scored the other two 
Oakland touchdowns, cracking a yard 
each time, and now has 51 for his Raider 
career. 
The Raiders took a 20-10 halftime lead 
but the Bills got a second field goal from 
Carson Long in the early minutes of the 
third quarter to trail by only a 
touchdown, 20-13. 
Then, Stabler and Van Eegehn went to 
work, moving the Raiders 63 yards in six 
plays for one score, then only 20 in three 
for another following a fumble recovery 
by Jack Tatum. That put the game out of 
reach even though Joe Ferguson never 
stopped firing. 
The young Buffalo quarterback had 18 
completions for 252 yards and one 
touchdown — a 29-yard throw to John 
Kimbrough. But it was nowhere nearly 
enough. 
Oakland may hear something about the 
game from league officials. 
Late in the third quarter Biletnikoff 
thought he had caught a scoring pass. 
The official nearest the play said Bilet­ 
nikoff trapped the ball and when the 
Oakland wide receiver bumped him in 
protest, he threw him out of the game. 
Biletnikoff refused to discuss the situa­ 
tion, but he was still upset after the 
game was over.

Shelton's hustle helps 
Knicks dump Rockets 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Watching Lon­ 
nie Shelton hustle, rebound and score 
Monday night brought back an unpleas­ 
ant memory for Houston Rockets’ Coach 
Tom Nissalke. 
Nissalke recalled how badly Houston 
wanted to pick Shelton in the second 
round of the 1976 draft after choosing 
guard John Lucas first. But two picks 
before Houston's turn the New York 
Knicks selected him. 
"I alm ost crie d ,’’ Nissalke said. 
"Shelton's so tough 
We wanted him 
bad.” 
Shelton was the difference Monday 
night when the Knicks handed Houston 
its sixth straight loss, 104-86. His run­ 
ning, hustling play helped New York take 
Houston out of its customary patterned 
style of offense and his rebounding 
neutralized the Rockets’ big men, who 
lead the NBA in rebounding. 
Shelton entered the game in the second 
quarter and scored eight of his 19 points 
to keep the Knicks close. 55-54, at half- 
tim e He then scored five points during 
the Knicks’ 13-0 streak that opened a 78- 
65 lead toward the close of the third 
period The Rockets were never close 
again Shelton, playing only 28 minutes, 
led the Knicks in rebounds with 12 and 
contributed five assists and three steals. 
Houston led. 39-35, midway through the 


first quarter but the Knicks scored eight 
straight points, four by Shelton, to grab a 
43-39 lead. New York put the game away 
by scoring the first 11 points of the fourth 
period for a commanding 93-75 lead. 
Earl Monroe scored 22 points to lead 
New York, which raised its record to 11-8 
with its best defensive effort of the 
season. Bob McAdoo added 16. 
“The young guys (Shelton plus rookies 
Toby Knight and Glen Gondrezick) real­ 
ly got us going in the second quarter,” 
Knicks’ Coach Willis Reed said. “ Again 
in the third quarter when we seemed 
about to falter, Lonnie came back with 
some big plays.”

Bucs sinking 
to a record

The tipoff: 


The real reason the NBA owners cut their rosters back 
from 12 men to 11 was not to save the salary of the extra man 
— in almost every case the dispensable guy was not makins 
big dough — but to economize on the traveling expenses. It 
costs an estimated $100,000 to put a guy on the road over the 
course of a season. 


Q What is the current record for consecutive losses by a 
National Football League team? Is Tampa Bay close? — 
G.N.. Sarasota. Fla 
A The Chicago Cardinals from 1942 to ’45 lost 29 straight 
games. The Buccaneers are getting close and are already in 
second place, but they couldn't possibly break it this year 
because they’ll have played only 28 games by the end of the 
campaign Incidentally, the Cardinals did a quick flip around 
in the '40s and by 1947 had won the NFL title with their 
famous backfield of Charlie Trippi-Elmer Angsman-Pat 
Harder-Paul Christman. 


Q W hatcollege(s) did Jim Thorpe attend, and who was his 
coach? Also, did Jim Thorpe ever play professional 
baseball? — Jam es Disser, Bloomington. Ind. 
A. Thorpe went to an Indian college, Carlisle Institute, 
which in a strict academic sense didn’t measure up to the un­ 
iversities against which it competed in sports. His coach 
there was Glenn (Pop) Warner, one of the great pioneers of 
the game and the inventor of, among other things, the double 
wing formation Thorpe reached the m ajors with the New 
York Giants as an outfielder in 1913 and played six seasons, 
with a career batting average of .252. He couldn’t hit the 
curve ball. 


Q. How much will the teams in the National Football 
League get from television when their new contract with 
the three networks is signed’’ — J.G ., Ventura, Calif. 
A The usual impeccable source reveals that the take per 
club over the next four years will amount to almost $5 
million, which is about half the operating budgets of most 
team s (including the profit haul). The actual operating 
figures work out to $138 million for the package the first 
year, building up to a grand total of $575 million over the con­ 
tract period 


Q 
Is Pat Haden, the quarterback of the Los Angeles 
Ram s, the only Rhodes scholar to play professional football? 
— P .S., Anaheim. Calif. 
A No. The great Byron (Whizzer) White, now a justice of 
the U.S. Supreme Court, interrupted a career he started with 
the Pittsburgh Pirates (they were not yet the Steelers) in 
1938 to study at Oxford. He cam e back to play with the 
Detroit Lions in 1940 In both years, he led the NFL in 
rushing His career high for a season was 567 yards, which 
shows you the difference in the game. 


Q How many years has Fran Tarkenton played football? 
Do you think he’ll play again after the broken leg he received 
this season? — H.G . Morris, 111. 
A Well, if you start with grammar school and include high 
school and college, plus his 17 years as a pro, Fran has been 
playing for more than a quarter of a century — he is now 37 
years old Remarkable is that the broken tibia was the first 
really m ajor injury of his career. Yes, I think he’ll come 
back, maybe even late this season for the playoffs, because 
he absolutely loves the excitem ent of playing, and the 
$400,000 a year he gets for it 


Q Who do you think will be the first college player picked 
in the pro draft this year? — D.V., Elizabeth, N H 
A It’s almost a cinch that Tampa Bay again will get the 
top choice. My hunch, without consulting the seers, is that 
they’ll go for Ken MacAfee, the awesome tight end of Notre 
Dame, with an outside chance it might be his teamm ate, 
defensive end Ross Browner. MacAfee is in the Russ 
Francis-Dave Casper mold, what you need on pro offense 
nowadays to combat the double-zone defenses. 


Parting shot: 


No matter what happens the rest of the way. my choice as 
the coach of the year in the NFL is Red Miller of Denver, 
another example of a man who had to wait too long to get a 
chance as the head man 
And despite the record of the 
Chicago Bears, I don’t see how the player of the year could 
be anyone but W alter Payton.

Uneasiness over Brown 


STOCKTON, Calif - (NEA) - A ran­ 
dom poll taken on the campus of the 
University of the Pacific here may lack 
the precision of a scientific survey, but it 
provides striking evidence of the clear 
division of opinion about California’s 
Dem ocratic governor, Edmund G. 
(Jerry) Brown Jr 
After three days of 
informally probing in­ 
d ividu al a ttitu d es 
toward the controver­ 
sial Brown, one in­ 
escapable 
conclusion 
emerges: 
Am ong 
you n ger 
voters, the governor 
clearly retains his ear­ 
ly, overwhelming pop­ 
ularity. 
But m ore 
m ature voters are 
becoming noticeably 
cynical, if not an­ 
tagonistic. toward him 
Those findings are significant because 
they coincide with the results of similar 
efforts to gauge sentiment about Brown 
in both the major cities and smaller 
communities of the nation's most pop­ 
ulous state 
“I really like him because he doesn’t 
seem affected by the fancy job or title,’’ 
says one student whose response typical­ 
ly includes a recitation of the fact that 
Brown has eschewed both living in the 
governor’s mansion and traveling in 
chauffeured limousines 
Some faculty members provide more 
substantive reasons for continuing to 
enthusiastically support the governor 
But there is a notable decline in con­ 
fidence among others, even those who 
identify them selves as liberals and 
Democrats 
Among th ose e r stw h ile Brown 
backers, there are increasingly frequent 
— and uncomplimentary — references 
to 
Brown’s often-em pty 
sym bolic 
gestures, his erratic personal behavior 
and his policy reversals on several 
crucial issues 
B e h in d 
t h a t 
d i v i s i o n 
a lo n g 
generational lines lies the fact that 
Brown, at 39 years of age, is the first 
mem ber of the generation whose 


ideology was shaped by post-World War 
II events to attain the stature of a 
nationally recognized political figure. 
Too many political observers have 
written off Brown’s philosophy toward 
public affairs as a unique, individual 
quirk, perhaps picked up during an en­ 
counter in a Jesuit monastary or a Zen 
Buddhism lecture 
Brown himself may not have an es­ 
pecially bright political future, but an 
understanding of his importance to con­ 
temporary politics requires looking 
beyond the individual to his generation 
and its undoubted dominance of public 
affairs in the coming years. 
Nobody is more aware of Brown’s 
symbolic importance than President 
Carter, whose stewardship of the White 
House already reflects the countervail­ 
ing pressures produced by disparate 
generational attitudes toward politics 
and its practitioners 
Tom Quinn, the governor’s principal 
adviser on environmental matters and 
chairman of Brown’s 1974 gubernatorial 
campaign committee, has been privately 
critical of the Carter administration’s 
environmental goals and accomplish­ 
ments. 


Brown himself is reliably reported to 
have questioned the wisdom of the 
President’s strategy for dealing with the 
Middle East when he held a private 
meeting with Jewish leaders during a re­ 
cent trip to New York. 
Brown s office officially rejects that 
account, but one adviser says that some 
members of the audience who were 
‘•skeptical” about Carter’s appraoch 
‘‘may have found the governor’s 
remarks somewhat refreshing ” 


The President reportedly views Brown 
as the leading threat to his renomina­ 
tion for a second term in 1980. and that 
White House uneasiness and suspicion 
was all too evident during Carter’s most 
recent trip to California. 
Carter may well escape a personal 
confrontation with Brown, but the 
President's generation eventually will 
have to deal with the unconventional ap­ 
proach to politics embraced by the 
governor’s generation. 


WASHINGTON - Egypt’s wily Presi­ 
dent Anwar Sadat had a secret reason, 
intelligence reports suggest, for visiting 
Israel. He sought to neutralize the Israeli 
threat on his eastern front so he would be 
free to confront his unruly neighbor to 
the west, Libya’s enfant terrible Muam- 
mar Qaddafi. 
The 
tw o Arab 
leaders have been at 
one another’s throats 
for four years. At 
first, Qaddafi sought 
to unify th e two 
countries 
under a 
common flag But in 
early 
1973, Sadat 
counterm anded 
an 
order from the mad­ 
cap Qaddafi to an 
Egyptian submarine 
to torpedo the Queen 
Elizabeth 2, which was carrying 
American and European Jews on a 
pilgrimage to Israel. 
There was an exchange of insults, 
which grew more heated over the years, 
Qaddafi accused Sadat of betraying the 
Arab cause: Sadat said Qaddafi was a 
‘‘madman ’’ The words erupted into 
border clashes. Last July, the feuding 
leaders sent planes and tanks gainst one 
another for two days of bloody fighting. 
‘ The bad feelings between Sadat and 
Qaddafi are such that each is interested 
in eliminating the other,” an intelligence 
source told us flatly 
The intelligence reports suggest that 
Sadat may also have hard economic 
reasons for pressing his quarrel with 
Qaddafi Sadat has been fighting a losing 
battle against bankruptcy. 
He has 
already defaulted on a $10 billion loan 
from the Soviets. The Libyan oil fields, 
with their $8 billion annual income, must 
look tempting to him. 
Already, the oil fields are operated by 
30,000 Egyptian technicians 
In fact, 
most of Libya's engineers, doctors, 
lawyers and civil servants are Egyp­ 
tians Perhaps one-fifth of Libya’s pop- 
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ulation comes from Egypt. 
Sources at the highest Washington 
levels say the United States would dis­ 
courage war between Egypt and Libya. 
But they acknowledged cautiously that 
the United States would not grieve over 
the downfall of Qaddafi. 
He has stirred up plots against his 
neighbors, supplied arms to terrorist 
groups and called for other wild 
measures against the West. He has a 
reputation for irrational and irresponsi­ 
ble behavior. 
Qaddafi has shipped arms to the 
radical government of Ethiopia, the in­ 
surrectionists in Oman and the guerrillas 
in Ethiopia, not to mention Uganda’s in­ 
famous dictator Idi Amin. During a con­ 
frontation several months ago with 
Britain’s Lt. Gen. Sir Chandos Blair, 
Amin suddenly began shouting excitedly 
to his ministers: “ Alert the army! Alert 
the air force! Call Libya and tell Libya to 
begin sending airplanes here!” 
GOOD GUYS: The FBI agents who 
have made their way into this column 
have often been heavies in the drama of 
government We have caught them spy­ 
ing on citizens who were guilty of nothing 
more sinister than exercising their con­ 
stitutional guarantees of free speech, as­ 
sembly and petition. 
The few agents who engaged in bag 
jobs, break-ins and eavesdroppings have 
attracted more attention than the many 
hardworking FBI men, who have been 
plugging away at safeguarding the public 
from Interstate criminals. 
This is a glimpse at the other side of 
the FBI. It is the story of a routine FBI 
investigation that went virtually un­ 
noticed last summer The baby of Olga 
Gonzales was kidnapped from the Lin­ 
coln hospital in the Bronx on June 23 The 
mother was an impoverished Puerto 
Rican, without political clout. 
Yet two dozen FBI agents were as­ 
signed to find her baby It looked like a 
hopeless case. They feared her infant 
had been sold on New York City’s 
lucrative babv market. They also ex- 
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pected little cooperation from the people 
of the South Bronx, who are suspicious of 
lawmen. 
The agents filtered into a neighborhood 
of abandoned and burned-out buildings 
reminiscent of London under aerial 
siege. The neighborhood is a bat­ 
tleground between two youth gangs, the 
Young Lords and Black Panthers. Crap 
games and narcotics pushing are con­ 
ducted openly in the streets. The local 
police precinct, the embattled 41st, is 
called “Fort Apache” by the men on the 
beat. 
It was into this atmosphere of simmer­ 
ing hostility that the agents appeared to 
ask questions about Olga Gonzales’ miss­ 
ing baby. They interviewed about 1,500 
people during New York City’s worst 
heat wave in 100 years. 
The agents determined that the baby 
had been last seen with a woman who 
called herself either Carmen or Rosa 
Rodriquez The hospital records listed 
about 500 outpatients, using one of the 
two names. But the word spread through 
the South Bronx that the FBI was hot on 
the heels of the kidnappers. 
On the Fourth of July, a man 
telephoned the New York City police at 
2:30 a.m. to report in broken English 
that the kidnapped baby could be found in 
front of St. Paul’s Catholic rectory in 
Brooklyn 
A squad car rushed to the rectory, and 
the baby was found next to a plastic gar­ 
bage bag filled with baby clothes. At­ 
tached to the child was a note: “I am 
sorry for causing so much trouble. 
Please return this baby to her mother 
Olga Gonzales, Bronx, New York.” 
The happy mother told us in broken 
English that both the FBI agents and 
New York police “worked hard, so very 
hard They worked when it was very hot. 
They left another big case to help find 
my baby. They were everywhere. I am 
sure that the way they were looking was 
the only reason she (the kidnapper) 
returned my baby. She was afraid they 
would find her.”

The amount of force necessary to sub­ 
due an individual and place him or her 
under arrest comes as a shock to the 
layman That’s particularly true if the 
arresting incident involves a friend or 
someone we identify with 
I suppose the expert would say the 
arrester would have to 
exert more force than 
the force being ex­ 
erted by the one being 
a r r e s t e d 
If the 
arrestee 
acquiesces 
and complies quietly, 
the force exerted by 
the arrester would be 
minimal; but if the 
a r r este e 
thrashes 
around a little it will 
take correspondingly 
more force to perform 
the arrest 
One of the problems, perhaps is that 
the arrester, having the not incon­ 
siderable responsibility of acting for all 
of society, has to go into a confrontation 
prepared to use sufficient force to per­ 
form the arrest and sufficient to avoid 
the potential threat of being overcome 
by the arrestee There is almost certain 
to be a problem if alcohol is involved 
Alcohol is one of the most frequent in­ 
gredients in disturbances of the peace 
and one that is frequently present in 
marital disputes The latter is one of the 
most dangerous for law enforcement 
personnel to handle. A deputy sheriff, 
who used to work in this area, got a jolt 
when he was socked with a lawsuit by the 
couple he had been called to rescue from 
the hazards of mutual combat. 
The deputy managed to separate the 
two combatants but suddenly found 
himself attacked by both the man and his 
wife 
The deputy won the case in court, but it 
had to raise a question in his mind What 
is the validity of acting as a peacemaker 
when the peacemaker could wind up in 
court or worse, in the hospital as a result 
of his well-intentioned efforts Question 
or no, when the call comes in a peace of­ 
ficer must respond 
Some of all this has ramifications for 
the newspaperman, particularly the one 
who covers the police beat It makes life 
chancy or uncertain at best Not long 
ago, a man called police to report a 


woman would not leave his home when 
requested to do so. When police arrived, 
two things happened: Police spotted 
some narcotics and the woman com­ 
plained that the man, with whom she had 
been living, had beaten her 
Police 
promptly arrested the man, charging 
him with the narcotics violation and with 
assault with a deadly weapon because of 
the beating 
A short time after the 
arrest, however, the woman and the man 
were reunited in the police department 
and the ADW charge was dropped 


Husband-wife disputes are usually not 
worth mentioning in news stories 
because of the almost certain chance 
that the charges of one against the other 
will be dropped Even if the charges are 
allowed to stand such cases are primari­ 
ly disturbance of the peace and as such 
are not of interest to readers. 


All this, I suppose, is a reflection of 
these holiday times that are under way.

Washington Calling by

WASHINGTON — Prophets of gloom 
and doom, a prescription that covers 
most of us in the pundit business, often 
can be proved wrong. An interesting ex­ 
ample is the dialogue going on in 
Belgrade growing out of the Helsinki 
agreement signed by President Gerald 
Ford in 1975. 
The human rights 
pro visions 
of 
the 
agreement had been 
trumpeted as a source 
of fierce discord. The 
United States would 
put the Soviet Union 
and the Communist 
satellites in the judg­ 
men t sea t with a 
recitation of the evils 
s u f f e r e d 
u n d e r 
totalitarian rule. 
Crim es against the 
people, and not merely 
dissidents, Jews and countless others 
seeking exit from the vast prison house, 
would be held up to the world. 
Nothing quite like this has happened. 
While the talks in Belgrade go on, their 
news value is low. The exchanges 
between East and West across the table 
are barbed, but nothing like the fierce 
denunciation of wrongdoing that had 
been anticipated. 
One reason, according to information 
obtained by this reporter, is that the 
Communist side had prepared for a 
c o u n t e r a t t a c k . Two s a t e l l i t e s , 
C z e c h o s l o v a k i a and 
H u n g a r y , 
presumably at the instigation of 
Moscow, had put together extensive dos­ 
siers on the treatment of minorities in 
the United States This was ammunition 
to be fired in response to denunciation of 
Soviet practices. 
The stress was to be on the treatment 
of Hispanic-Americans. Instance after 
instance would be cited to show that 
their status as second-class citizens 
resulted in suffering and injustice This 
would be picked up by the press in Latin 
America to add to the score against the 
colossus of the north. 
The consequences of this are not hard 
to foresee. With doubt and resentment 
already at a high level over North 
Am erican 
“ colonialism’’ 
and 
the 
prospect of failure to ratify the Panama 
Canal treaty. Uncle Sam would be put in 
the stocks. Flaring headlines from Mex­ 
ico to Argentina would serve the Com­ 
munist purposes. 
As though to document this charge, a 
23-year-old Chicano, Joe Campos Torres, 
was shot and killed and his body tossed 
into a bayou in Houston 
Two police officers were charged with 
his murder as an outgrowth of a barroom 
brawl. Brought to trial, they were found 
guilty merely of negligent homicide, a 
misdemeanor, 
and their slap-on-the- 
wrist sentence of a year in prison and a 
$2,000 fine suspended. 
This caused the most intense feeling 
among Hispanic-Americans. It was one 
more instance of the two kinds of justice, 
one for the white Anglo-Saxon power 
bloc and the other for Americans of 
Latin origin. 
But what came next was a refutation 
of this accusation. Under an order issued 
by Attorney General Griffin Bell last 
February, four police officers were in­ 
dicted by a federal grand jury on charges 
of having violated the civil rights of the 
murdered Torres Top Texas officials 
joined the call for a federal inquiry. The 
indictments could result in sentences of 
life imprisonment 
Needless to say, this could never hap­ 
pen in a totalitarian society. It was proof 
— belated perhaps, but nevertheless 
proof — of equal justice under the law. 
As the Helsinki agreement and the 
Belgrade dialogue have shown human 
rights is a tricky business. President 
Carter learned, following his initial stern 
stand on rights, that the judgment can 
hardly be selective. Being a scholar of 
the Bible, he might have recalled the 
Biblical injunction: 
‘‘Any why beholdest thou the mote that 
is in thy brother’s eye, but considerest 
not the beam that is in this one’s eyes?” 
Both Helsinki and Belgrade have 
raised hopes among oppressed peoples 
including the 200,000 Jews who are listed 
with the KGB as desiring to leave the 
Soviet Union for Israel. 
These hopes may be naive and illusory 
but they can be understood in light of the 
harshness of repression dictated by 
Moscow 
If Anatoly Shcharansky is 
brought to trial for treason, as a report 
by Tass has intimated, it will be a threat 
to all who are seeking freedom.
